epidemic of small pox. Since August 
1st there has been 864 cases and 141 
deaths from this disease. During the 
past fortnight 262 fresh cases have de- 
veloped.

Geary Exclusion Law 


SCORE TIED IN FIRST HALF 


BIG SUBSCRIPTION 
FUND 


Every Chinaman in the Coun- 


try to Be Taxed $1 for 


Purpose of Fighting 


Exclusion 


San Francisco, Nov. 30—The Chinese 


of this country are'preparing to make 
a vigorous fight against a reenact- 
ment of the Geary exclusion Uw. 


A proclamation has been issued by 


the Chinese six companies requiring 
every Chinaman in the United States 
to contribute at once on« dollar for a 
fund for the purpose of fighting the 
continuance of exclusion. 


Enforcing Law In Boston. 


Boston, Nov. 30—The United States 


authorities in this city have deter- 
mined to prcsecute the Chinese exclu 
sion act to the letter by visiting Chi- 
nese laborers employed in laundries 
and other places, and arresting those 
who do not possess a certificate of 
identification issued by the collector of 
Internal revenue. 


The first crusade was made at Cam 


Bridgeport last week, when 10 China- 
men were arrested. Their cases will 
be heard by United States Commis- 
sioner Fiske today, but the cases were 
continued. 


While many of the Chinese laborers 


now employed in shops of the city can 
not produce a certificate at present, 
they will t probably be given a chance 
to introduce evidence to the satisfac- 
tion of the government that they are 
here in accordance with law. 


The Chinese exclusion act of 1896, in 


part, provides that every Chinese la 
borer in the United States at that time 
should secure from the collectors of 
internal revenue a certificate showing 
that he^ had been in the country pre- 
vious to the passage of the act. In the 
event of their return, o their native 
land it was necessary to secure the 
identification certificate, which should 
be produced upon entering the States. 


The officials believe that many Chi- 


nese have been smuggled into the 
country, and the crusade inaugurated 
by them is for the sole purpose of de- 
termining whether they are lawfully 
in this country.

Machias landed at Colon and proceeded 
to the barracks. Here the a rms belong- 
ing to the Liberal soldiers were taken 
over by the Americans in the presence 
•of Captain Perry, the commanders of 
the American, British and French war- 
ships, the American, British and French 
consuls at Colon and a large concourse 
'of people who sympathized with the 
Liberals in their surrender. 


The Liberal guard patrolling Colon 


yesterday morning appeared sad and 
downcast. Their behavior, however, 
•has all along been praiseworthy and 
ft is not at all an exaggerat'on to say 
that they have gained the respect of a 
rery large portion of the community, 
and especially of the foreign element, 
during their short administration of 
Colon. 


Later in the day General Alban, ac- 


companied by officials of the Conserva- 
tive government of Colombia, arrived 
at Colon from Panama, and Senor de la 
Bosa, representing. General Domingo 
JMaz, whose secretary he is, surrendered 
himself and the Liberal troops to the 
Conservative ge»eral in the presence of- 
Captain Perry and the naval and con- 
sular officers above mentioned. 


For years jwst the harbor of Colon has 


not been so .crowded as it is today. 
Five men-of-war and several German, 
Italian and British merchant and pas- 
senger steamers, as well as other ves- 
sels are in port. - The men-of-war are 
moored 1o the wharves. The only flag 
bedecked ship in the harbor is the Co- 
lombian Conservative gunboat General 
Pinzon. 


When General Alban received the sur- 


tender of the Liberals, the Pinzon bl»w 
a series of noisy, quick and Irregular 
notes from her foghorn. Indicative of 
her joy at the proceedings. She is now 
lying quite close to the clocks. Gen- 
eral Alban is on board. 


The majority of the American marines 


and bluejackets have returned to their 
Tessels. 
The Snchet has landed a de- 


tachment of marines on the property of 
the French Canal company. American 
marines are still guarding the piers and 
'the railroad station. 


Over 200 men entered the city with 


General Alban. De la Rosa, on handing 
Alban bis sword, said: "I accept the 
conditions of the treaty to safeguard the 
lives and liberty of my soldiers in 
Colon. As for my brother and mnyself, 
we personally decline to a«" cept the con- 
ditions of this treaty." 


Trouble May Not Be All Over 


Washington, Nov. 30.--With 
the 


restoration of order and open traffic on 
the isthmus of Panama it is expecteil 
that the navy department will be able 
to withdraw some of the United States 
warships now on duty in that quarter, 
and it is now probable that one ship will 
be withdrawn on either side of the 
isthmusr 


There will be no haste, however, in 


reducing the naval strength, for the of- 
ficials feel that the surrender of the Lib- 
erals on the isthmus may not terminale 
the entire struggle throughout Colom- 
bia. The country is so extensive and the 
signs of unrest at interior points are so 
numerous that it is believed there may 
be a recurrence of trouble on the isth- 
•mus if the insurgents at other poin's 
continue to gjhow strenarth. 


When the Iowa is withdrawn she will 


probably go to Talcapano to be docked. 
The Machias, when relieved, will come 
north to be docked.

Tbe leaders of the fnsion forces •* annly 
indorse Colonel Partridge's selection. 
They say that it means a thorough roct- 
ing out of corruption in the police de- 
partment and a reorganization of ihe 
police on military lines. 


State Senator Krum, one of Platt's 


lieutenants, expressed the general senti- 
ment when he said at Republican sfrve 
headquarters: "Colonel Partridge will 
be an ideal police commission'r.

The petition herein" pro- 
Tided for shall be presented to the 
speaker, who shall refer it to the proper 
committee to have the same printed in 
the record of that day's proceedings."

lined. The purpose of the amendment, 
he says, is to put it in the power of a 
majority of the house to control pro- 
ceedings in a regular and deliberate 
way and fo take from the committee 
on rules some of the absolute power it 
now possesses of determining wha1 
legislation shall come before the home.

_ what sophomoric plea "Do you think 


If that' were so that I would want to 
let the bars down? No; I'm a'friend of 
the Americans, and if such a condition 
would result I would put up the bars— 
a hundred of them—and strong bars, 
too." 


Arid then, directing his challenge to 


the world at large, he continued. "My 
sentiments, my arguments, are well 
known. But my arguments are never 
met. I defy any one to meet them. 
The editors who advocate the exten- 
sion of the act have eyes, but they do 
not see; they have ears but they don't 
hear. There is one thing can be done. 
Jet these editors who declare against 
the Chinese come to me. I don't care 
how many there are. I'll meet them 
all. Let judges be appointed, and then 
let them meet my arguments." 


Minister "Wu is a little slow. The 


debate is already on. The editors 
would gladly give Minister 
Wu a 


chance to present his arguments on 
' their own platform; They have al- 
ready done so. The judges have been 
appointed. They are the men who in 
congress will pass on the proposition 
to renew the exclusion act And it Is 
to ,be expected that the voice of Mas- 
sachusetts will be ever in favor of the 
protection of the American workman 
with the same justice that the tariff 
protects them and the manufacturers. 


e4 should provide for'utilising, In the 
earlier volunteer organisations called' 
out. the training of those citizens who 
shall have served already in the reg- 
ular and volunteer forces.

of salt, three pounds of brown sugar and 
three ounces of saltpeter.

Bees Hot C«lnjj Their Stlngm. 


There are a number of honey making 


bees which apparently do not use their 
etiugs or in which the stings are at- 
rophied and too blunt to hurt. Some are 
very small, so diminutive that they are 
called mosquito bees. They gather quan- 
tities of honey, _of which Bates, in ouc of 
the forests on' the Amazon, took two 
Quarts from one of the nests. In Jamaica, 
where some of these amiable bees are also 
found, they are called "angelitos," a name 
given them by the original Spanish set- 
tlers in honor of their good temper. 


Some Australian dwarf bees— also "an- 


gelitos" so far as human beings are con- 
cerned—do not use their stings, perhaps 
because they are not sharp enough to 
hurt, but deal with their -enemies some- 
thing after the manner of the Quaker on 
board ship who refused to use a gun, but 
threw the Frenchmen overboard. An en- 
emy is held down by several of the bees, 
who gradually put him on, the rack by 
pulling his limbs out' tight and keeping 
them so for as long as an hour, by which 
time the prisoner "dies a -natural death." 


Bumblebees are popularly supposed not 


to sting. The males have no stings, but 
the females have, at any rate in the com- 
mon bumblebee. There are so many sizes 
in a bumblebees' nest — large females; 
small females and males— that it is a safe 
speculation not to take the risk, though 
bumblebees are very easy going creatures 
and only sting when pressed or hurt.— 
Spectator.

New Men for Council 


The democratic city convention -waa 


held in the district court room 
last 


night and. like that held by the r«punb 
licans Wednesday evening, it was har- 
monious, there being only one contest, 
and that was for a position on the 
school board, three candidates being 
offered for the two places. 


The convention was called to order. 


at 7.45 o'clock by James SulUvan, chair 
man of the city committee. C. B. Whit 
ney was chosen chairman and C. A. 
Parker secretary, The chair appointed 
M. R. Ford, Michael O'Brien and A. P. 
Carpenter as a committee on creden- 
tials, and they reported out of a poss- 
ible 35 delegates 26 credentials were 
presented. The nominations, with the 
exception of the candidates for the 
school board, were made by accla- 
mation and the tick«t is as follows: 


For mayor, John H. Mack. 
For councilmen for three 
years, 


Eaoul Bernard of ward 4, O. W. Dean 
of ward 3, W. H. Broderick of ward 
4, W. S. Underwood of ward 5 and 
John W. Gale of ward 6. 


For assessor for three years, John F 


Bowes. 
For library trustee for three years, 


Hiss Anna B Jackson. 


For members of the school board for 


three years, Dr. *M. M. Brown, John A. 
Rice. 


When the convention had been or- 


ganized the chairman called for the 
nomination for mayor, and the name 
of John H. Mack was presented by 
A. P. Carpenter, who said that in 
nominating a candidate for the high- 
est office in the* city great care and 
Judgment 
should be exercised. He 


spoke of the city as being the most 
cosmopolitan and democratic in the 
state, the word democratic not flelng 
used in a political sense, and said the 
office of mayor called for an able, in- 
dependent and judicious man. Mr. 
Carpenter said the question of public 
franchises would be an important one 
for the next city, government, and it 
was very important that the interests 
of the people should 
be 
carefully 


guarded. The question of grade cross- 
ings was another of importance, and 
one that had been too long delayed. 
He thought it should receive atten- 
tion from the city government before 
any more lives were lost. The eignt- 
hour law was also referred to by Mr. 
Carepnter as something of much con 
cern to th« workingmen, and through 
them to 'all the people of the ciey. 
CareKul and comstcientious attention 
should be paid to these and other ques 
tions that the greatest good might 
oome to all th« people of the city. I 
do not, continued Mr. Carpenter, say 
how these things have been handled 
by others, but I will name a man who, 
if elected mayor, will give these ques- 
tions attention such as the interests of 
the city demand. He is one whom you 
all know. He was born here, his life 
ias been passed here and is -to you like 
an open book. He sprang from the 
ranks of the common people, was edu- 
cated in the public schools and has 
n&en to an honored place in the iegal 
profession. He is fearless, independent, 


ogressiv* and abreast of the times, 


and has the interests of the city at 
heart. I take pleasure in presenting the 
name of John H. Mack. The speech 
was received with applause. 


The n0n*iiniation 'was seconded by 


Colonel John I Leroy, who said that 
in looking back over 50 years of active 
service in the ranks of the 
dem- 


ocratic party he could recall no inci- 
dent which gave him greater pleasure 
than to second the nomination of John 
H. Mack for mayor. The fact that Mr 
Mack had worked his way up from a 
humble station in life to his present 
hig-h position at the Berkshire bar the 
•colonel consld'Hi^d conclusive projof 
'hat he had the requisite ability for 
the office of mayor. The speaker be- 
lieved if the nomination was ratified 
at the polls Mr. Mack would give the 
city a clea», vigorous and conserva- 


ve administration, 
and one that 


would be in closer touch with the peo- 
ple of the outlying districts than the 
present one has been. There was ap- 
plause at the close of Colonel x,e- 
roy's remarks and on motion of A. P. 
Carpenter the nomination was made 
by acclamation and was unanimous. 
Mr. Carpenter moved that a committee 
of two be appointed to 
notify 
Mr. 


Mack of his nomination and invite 
him to the court room. The chair ap- 
pointed A. P. Carpenter and Colonel 


&Toy for this duty. 
The nomination of candidates for the 


council was next in order and the 
custom which the democrats have fol 
lowed in the past, of placing only five 
men in the field, was adhered to. At 
this point John Larkin moved that a 
recess of 10 minutes be taken for con 
sultation and this -was voted. When 
the convention was again called to or- 
der candidates were called for. Jam«s 
Boulger said ward 1 had rg. candidate 
and presented the name of Raoul Ber- 
nard of ward 4. This nomination was 
indorsed by wards 2 and 7. For ward 
3 the name of O. W. Dean was pre- 
sented by M. R. Ford. Robert Costello 
named W. H. Broderick from ward 4. 
From ward 5 the name of W. S. Un- 
#erwood was proposed by C. A. Par- 
ker. 
John W. Gale was nominated 


from ward 6 by P. H. Gunning. All 
of these nominations were accepted 
%nd were made unanimous by accla- 
mation. 


The chair next called for candidates 


for assessor, but only one name was 
proposed, John F. Bowes, whose term 
expires this fall, being nominated by 
M. R. Ford, a fellow member of the 
board. Mr. Ford spoke of Mr. Bowes' 
service on the board for four years, 
saying that having been a member of 
the board himself he could speak with 
knowledge. He said Mr. Bowes was 
placed in the office as one untried in 
official life, but he had proved himself 
feu-lew and conscientious, and a man 
who biilleves in equal rights for all 
and special privileges for ndhe. Mr. 
Ford pronounced him a man of irre- 
proachable character and good ability, 
and tzpreMed his pleasure in nam- 


ing him for renominaiion. The vote 
was unanimous. 


For trustee of the public library 


for three years D. J. Flnnegan pre- 
sented the name of Miss Anna B. 
Jackson, and she was promptly nomi- 
nated. This waa an indorsement of 
the republican 
nomination for this 


office.. 


The selection of candidates for the 


school board came next. >Snd Daniel 
Hurley moved that the voting for these 
candidates be by ballot. The motion 
was carried. C. A. Parker nominated 
Dr. M. M. Brown, who has served one 
term. 
He spoke of Dr. Brown's ex- 


cellent service on the board for the 
last three years, of his character and 
ability, his high standing in the com- 
munity and his interest m the schools, 
and thought the party ought to be 
glad that it could command the ser- 
vices of such a man. 


J. A. Gendron named John A. Rice, 


who as a prominent democrat had 
been ivery modest, and had never-ask- 
ed for public office.
